Crawford county, HI., and his 
deputy, Randall York, heard an 
Indiana State Police broadcast re- 
port of the robbery and captured 
Morrison 20 minutes after the hold- 
up.

Alexander 'said Morrison emerged 
from the wrecked car and said, 
"Don't shoot, I did it" 


Alexander said when they took 


off Morrison's cap to check the 
color of his hair the money fell 
from the cap. The amount of 
money checked exactly with that 
taken in the holdup.

He waived extradition and was 


returned to Indiana immediately.

Thompson, 48, and a teller, Mrs. 
Lois' Pound, 42, were alone when 
the tall, grey-haired man wearing 
a leather cap and sheepskin coat 
entered. 


Thompson said as he emerged 


from an inner office the man drew 
a pistol and said: 


You've got to hand over the 


money. I want a share of Thanks- 
giving for my children." 


Both Tied 


He took adhesive tap, copper 


wire and rope from his pocket and 
ordered Thompson to tie Mrs. 
Pound to a chair in a small room 
at the rear of the Bank. Then he 
tied Thompson to a 'chair and 
bound the chairs together back to 
back. 


Thompson and Mrs. Pound said 


he picked up the money from the 
teller's cage and fled. They worked 
free from their bonds in five min- 
utes and gave the alarm. 


The license certificate in the car 


listed the owner as Patricia Mor- 
rison, 1026 Roosevelt road, South 
Bend. 


Morrison said he had an account- 


ing business at South Bend until 
it folded about two months ago. 
He had been living with relatives 
since then. 


Robbed Before 


The bank was robbed last Dec. 


20 by a 'lone gunman who took 
»76 from Thompson and Mrs. 
Pound. The next day Sheriff Wag- 
ner said William Monroe. 43-year- 
old unemployed laborer who lived 
in Meroro, admitted holding up the 
bank with a toy pistol for money 
to buy Christinas presents for his 
wife and nine children.

ported although the San Andreas 
earth fault, on whlcji nearly all of 
California's disastrous quakes have 
occurred, was convulsed for* more 
than three quarters of an hour. 


Charles Herrlck, on the Univer- 


sity of California seismological 
stiff, said the quake started at 
11:47 (PBS) last night 1:47 a.m., 
(CST) today. He said it undoubted- 
ly was severe at its epicenter near 
Parkfield in desolate mountains of 
Southeastern ' Monterery county, 
120 miles south of here. The seis- 
mograph continued recording the 
quake for more than 45 minutes 
and Herrick declared damage "un- 
doubtedly would have been disas- 
trous had the epicenter been in 
populated country." 


As it was the initial shock was 


the only one generally felt from 
the San Francisco Bay area cities 
through Monterery, Carmel, Salin- 
as, Paso Robles, Santa Barbara, 
Bakerafield and Los Angeles.

posed meeting with McGranery and 
the members of the senate'sub- 
committee, beaded by Sen.

McCarran (D-Nev), suggested they 
confer at the "earliest possible 
date." 


Friday night's meeting was "to 


exchange views on problems aris- 
ing from the current inquines in- 
volving certain American nation- 
als on the staff of the United Na- 
tions," the joint announcement 
said, adding: 


"There was agreement on the 


objective previously stated by the 
secretary general that there is no 
room in the secretariat for any 
American disloyal to his own coun- 
try." 


No further detail* were

tained in the brief statement.

relatively high ground 
tempera- 


ures, the unexpected storm left'a 
arge area of ill-prepared Dixie 
looking like a polar outpost. The 
snow blanket measured 10 inches 
here early today. 


Record Snow 


It was by far the heaviest fall 


ever recorded here and possibly 
the heaviest ever recorded this far 
south. 
But the resulting snarl in 


normal community living did not 
approach the intensity of 
the 


three-day ice storm which struck, 
Tennessee and other 
Southern 


states early in 1951. 


Early reports included a few 


casualties'. -A young man and 
woman were killed at a railroad 
crossing at nearby Morristown. 
The accident happened at the 
height of the snowstorm, but offi- 
cers were not sure it could be 
blamed on the storm. 


Two women were injured, ap- 


parently not seriously, when a 
store 
marquee fell under the 


weight of the snow as they were 
waiting for slow-moving city buses 
in downtown Knoxville.

The. raking: of autumn leaves 


be both pleasant and profit- 


able. The', job must; be repeated 
several times if there are many 
trees or if the leaves are covering a 
new or recently made-over lawn. 
The dry weather has hastened fall 
ing of leaves and also has caused 
them to dry out. 
•"•Dry leaves do little harm to the 
lawn but the gardner should not 
allow wet leaves to remain more 
than a few days. Wet leaves pack 
down and smother grass,, espe- 
cially tender young shoots and 
seed. 
' 


-Use as many leaves as possible 
on the compost pile and as a mulch 
about trees and shrubs where soil 
Ui cultivated. 


The leaves will decay during the 


winter and can be dug in next 
spring to build up humus content 
of- the soil. Leaves should not be 
used to mulch flower beds. Straw 


similar light litter is a much 


- better protection because it will 


permit air moisture to penetrate 
the beds. 
.^Several inquiries concern the old 
habit of spreading manure over 
the lawn as a winter mulch. The 
answer is no. Manure is a splendid 
fertilizer but should never be used 
on. an established lawn. Its place 
is jn the soil.

SHADY YAKDS A PROBLEM 


The gardener whose house faces 


the north or whose yard is so 
situated that it is in shade, is con- 
fronted with a serious problem. 
He wants 'plant* of some sort 
which will tolerate shade. There 
are no shade-loving plants, de- 
spite many claims to the contrary. 


One may find occasionally 


plant doing well in the shade, but 
this, is an exception. To give some 
semblance of planting "about the 
foundation of the shady Bide of the 
house' we are limited to a few 
varieties, which, if given much en- 
couragement and ideal soil, will 
reward us for our efforts. 


The only needle-leaved 
ever- 


greens which tolerate shade are 
hemlock and Japanese yew. Both 
must be planted away from the 
house'so that there is plenty 'of 
air circulating about . them and 
where the overhang of the roof 
does not prevent rains from reach* 
ing their tops. 


The following .broad ,- leaved 


evergreens are recommended for 
trial: Carolina .'rhododendron, hy- 
brid rhododendron, mountain laur- 
el, leucothe (drooping andromeda), 
pieris japonica and floribunda, ink- 
berry (ilex glabra), Japanese holly 
(ilex crenata), and its varieties. 


All these . plants . want a well- 


drained soil, rich in humus and on 
the acid side of the scale. Space 
your plants' sufficiently far apart 
so that one may easily walk about 
them.

Is a Four Season Job 


There are a few basic mainte- 


nance duties for owners of new and 
old homes alike. They are mostly 
of the sessnrsl persuasion. 


Her* is an annual check list of 


things to be done to and for your 
house: 


I* the winter repair and paint 


lawn furniture and screens. 
Sharpen lawn mower and other 
yard tools ao they'll be in readi- 
nea* for spring and summer. Then 
sit by a fire and relax—when 
you aren't shoveling snow, that is. 
!• the; apriag clean (utters and 


downspouts. Seed and feed the 
lawn. Examine exterior paint for 
condensation and other damage. 
Take down storm doom and win- 
dows and install screens for sum-, 
mer. 


la the summer check and repair 


the heating system. Do the neces- 
sary interior painting and deco- 
rating. 


In the fall reseed the lawn if 


necessary. Take down screens and 
store them vertically .in a dry lo- 
cation. Install storm windows and 
doors. Plant bulbs for spring blos; 
soms. Rake leaves and save them 
for compost. Cover perennials for 
winter protection. , 


You will need some fundamental 


tools and supplies for everday use 
in keeping your home in tip-top 
shape. 


The National Association of 


Home Builders recommends that a 
good kit contain utility wrench, 
size 18; cards of assorted faucet 
washers; pair of standard hand 
pliers; medium-sized screwdriver; 
claw hammer; good keyhole saw; 
box of assorted wire nails and 
brads; sturdy penknife and a roll 
of friction tape. 


You should also have a box of

assorted fuse*. Note the type and 
number of. fuses -now in use in 
your home and buy the same re- 
placement types. Never use a fuse 
larger than-30 amps. 


A newly planted lawn and re- 


cently* transplanted shrubs "must 
be watered. Immediate and con- 
stant care of any newly trans- 
planted shrubbery is necessary to 
its successful growth. 


Termites are found in many 


parts of the country, and it is 
easier to bar termites from new 
homes than, it is to rid an old 
house of them. 


In .the spring of the •year, look 


for possible dead remnants of the 
winged insect, search the side of 
basement walls and piers for the 
earthen tubes which .termites build 


as tunnels, and, finally, stick a 
penknife blade into the wood to 
see if it penetrates easily. If you 
suspect the presence of termites, 
consult a professional extermina- 
tor. 


If your house has a septic tank 


for disposal of sewage, have your 
builder point out the location of 
the tank and the drainage field. 


All septic tank installations are 


required to meet the standards of 
the local health official, hence they 
require little if any maintenance. 


Every three to five years the 


sludge should be removed from the 
tank and the tank cleaned. Paten- 
ted "septic tank cleaning agents are 
not generally recommended to be 
added to the sewage, according to 
the Home Builders Association. 


or), English.ivy and evergreen bit- 
tersweet (euonymus radicans in 
variety) are recommended for an 
evergreen ground cover. 


Few deciduous shrubs and trees 


will satisfy the gardener, as most 
of them grow too large for the 
average house. The flowering dog- 
wood is used for height and ac- 
cent, while the spice bush (clethra 
ainifolio). the smaller mock or- 
ange, avalanche, dwarf cranberry 
bush (viburnum opulus nanum), 
and mountain currant (ribes alpi- 


num) 
are recommended because 


they will keep within bounds'.1 


The honeysuckles, viburnums, 


cotoneasters and shrub dogwoods 
grow too fast and soon crowd out 
the desirable evergreens. 


It is smarter to start with young 


plants unless one moves the larger 
shrubs from an existing shady 
planting which has .been given ex- 
cellent care and all material is in 
a healthy condition. Visit your 
nurseryman and be guided by his 
advice.

Game Started Same, Different End

When today's hand was played 


in a team-of-four match, one de- 
clarci was a foolish raiser and the 
other was a wise spendthrift. 


In both rooms West opened the 


ace of diamonds against a contract 
of four hearts. In both rooms the 
declarer ruffed with the nine of 
henrts and laid down the ace of 
hear.*. At this point the two de- 
clarers parted company. 


The first 
declarer continued 


with the queen of hearts, economi- 
cally allowing dummy to hold the 
tricK. When he then tried to get 
to his hand with a club in order to 
draw tne rent of East's trumps, 
East gleefully ruffed 
_E»*t continued with th* ace of 
spades, getting the encouraging 
jack from his partner. A spade to 
Wests king was followed by a 
second club ruff, and the contract 
was defeated. 


In the second room, South ruffed 


the diamond, cashed the ace of 
hearts, and then wastefully over- 
took dummy's queen of hearts with 
his own king. This established a 
trump trick for East, but South 
wam't worried. 


South knew that he could afford 


to lose one trump ana two spades. 
It was therefore perfectly safe for 
him to overtake dummy's trump, 
but not safe 10 let dummy hold the 
trick (as the first declarer had 
found out). 


South drew a third round of 


taumps with the jack, leaving East 
with the established ten of hearts. 
Declarer next continued with the 
four of clubs to dummy's ace, re- 
serving a finesse in either direc- 
tion it he discovered a 4-0 break. 


East could ruff if he chose, but 


he couldn't defeat the contract. 
South could easily win the second 
club trick with the queen and then 
lead the ten through West's jack. 
The defenders could take one 
trump and two spades, but no 
more.

A correspondent writes that she 


is 89 years old and is now in her 
fifth pregnancy and if terribly 
troubled with varicose veins whici 
she has never had before. Elastic 
stockings, -she says, help only a 
little. 


It is certainly possible that the 


enlarged veins in such a case are 
not true varicose veins, but are 
the result of the pregnancy. At ani 
rate, most doctors would probabh 
advise her not to do anything abou 
it until after th* pregnancy i* over 
since they might get much better* 


But varicose veins and varicose 


ulcers do causa an enormous 
amount of distress both physically 
and because of their appearance to 
many people a* they grow older, 


Varicos* veins do not product 


pain or discomfort unless they are 
inflamed, but such veins are more 
likely to be inflamed than normai 
ones. 


Those who hav* varicose veins 


are more likely to have swollen 
feet or ankles than those with nor- 
mal veins. Also, the poor circula- 
tion can produce ulcers. These ul- 
cers sometimes become enormous, 
causing destruction of th* skin and 
iarg* open sores. 


Everyone Ja bom with folds or 


valve* in their Tain* which carry 
th* flow of Mood upward. These 
valves prevent th* blood from fall 
ing. back and help to hold up* the 
column oi blood. They are espe- 
cially important in th* legs, where 
the pressure of th* blood to th* 
veins is heavy because human tw- 
inge stand upright. 


If people stood on their bands 


instead of their feet, th* valves to 
th* veins of the arms wsuld be Just 
as important. 


Over the year* th* pressure on 


the valves in the-leg's veins is 
great and they are often broken 
down. When this happens the 
necessary support is lessened and 
the veins become swollen. -Most of 
them are near th* surface because 
th* internal veins get more support 
from th* muscle* and other tissues 
around them and this helps to pre- 
vent th* valvA from breaking.

Democratic presidential nominee 
Adlai Stevenson, had been men- 
tioned for th* treasury post but 
said earlier Friday he did not 
want it. 


Secretary of the Treasury Sny- 


der telegraphed congratulations to 
Humphrey, offering his assistance 
in making a smooth transfer of 
authority. 
Snyder called Hum- 


phrey "an administrator of sound 
judgment and experience." 


Mutual Security Administrator 


Averell Harriman made a similar 
offer in a telephone call to Stas- 
sen. Harriman's office said the 
two agreed to an early meeting, 
but set no date. 


Sen Robert A. Taft of Ohio, who 


lost the GOP presidential nomina- 
tion to Eisenhower, declined com- 
ment on Friday's appointments by 
the President-elect.

Asked Friday whether he plan- 


ned a reorganization of the depart- 
ment.
